Rnaiell McCoy, • deieendmt of op* 


of the mntineen of the ship Bounty, 
who settled io Pitcairn IsUnd in 1790, 
recently arrived »t San Fnncisoo. lit 
is 40 years of age, and a grandson of 
Daniel McCoy, one of the mutineer 
eettlers. It might be supposed that a 
colony ot criminals would not be a very 
promising beginning for a new state it 
mid-ocean, and yet the JPitcmrn com- 
munity ia a most exemplary one. The 
chief officer is a magistrate, whoa* office 
ia almost a sinecure on account of the 
absence of crime. The inhabitants art 
BO moral in their habits and so orderly 
in their intercourse that there is Ir tit 
occasion for putting the law in foreo. 
No hqnor ia allowed on the island.— 
There is one Protestant Episcopal 
church, and a sobool connected with it 
in which the children are educated. The 
number of persons on the island now 
is 96, and on Norfolk island there is a 
population of 700, the product of a 
large emigration from Pitoairn in 1856 
About one half the land on the island 
is cultivated, and the crops of gram, 
vegetables and semi-tropical fruits, to- 
gether with the ponltry and grapes rais- 
ed fay the islanders, supply then with 
an abundance of wholesome food. They 
have no horses nor cattle. The inhabi 
tan to are simple in their tastes, correct 
in their relations, industrious, frugal 
and religious 
Their chief recreatioa 


is singing. They observe Sunday with 
great strictness, and never indulge is 
gaming, eard playing or dancing. Ves- 
sels in distress sometimes drift on their 
shores, and the orews are invariably 
treated with hospitality and kindness.

•y destination. I landed at Topsham 
Saturday evening, unannounced, taking 
my sister and her .family, to whom I 
was making my first visit, entirely by 
surprise. 
To say that 1 received a 


hearty welcome would express it but 
slightly. Never having seen my broth- 
er in-law and bin children before, I had 
eipected the stateliness and formality 
which we attribute to New England 
people. Bat, I am sure, more cordiality 
and warm hearlcdness in our good west 
•m people can not ho fo*md than I meet 
here among these Maine people. My 
brother-in-law is running the Franklin 
Family School of Topshaui, in which I 
find young people even (ruin oar own 
state, and, as the name Dignifies, so 
much ol a home is this school, that I 
can scarcely tell which arc the pupils 
and which my own nieces and nephews. 


I find Topsham quite a refined little 


town, prettily situated, with its hills 
and winding river. It is jnincd to 
Brunswick by a fine iron bridge. Bruns- 


ick is a town of about 6,000 inhabi- 


tants, here manufacturing is carried 
on to some extent, though, as is well 
known, Brunswick is specially noted as 
the seat of Bowdoin College. And I 
beg to say a word of my visit to this 
institution. The grounds are large and 
well kept, and the buildings numerous. 
The Collegs Chapel is considered one of 
tbo "finest in New England. In this 
building are the library and picture gal- 
lery, which are both very valuable. 


I km very much interested in watch- 


ing the rise and fall of the river. Sit- 
ting when I am, at the south window 
of my room, I can see that it is high 
tide, by an island which is now covered. 
At low tide this Island can be seen dis- 
tinctly from the house. To give a cor- 
rect diary of my movements, we began 
the week by taking a drive to tbo sea- 
shore. This was my first near view of 
the salt water. My niece and I got out 
of the carriage and walked to the wa- 
ter's edge ; I asked her if this water 
was really salt, and she aaid it wu, 
bnt to make sure, I thoaght I would 
taste it, and without swallowing it I 
eoald vouchsafe that she was correct. 
Our oe.it move was a two days' drive 
north, through as picturesque a country 
as I ever saw. 
Hut, as for farming, it 


seems to me that I should starve here. 
Fiom several points of high land we 
could 
easily distinguish the White 


Hounuias. One of the mogt interest- 
ing points of this journey was taking 
dinner with a family 
friend, whose 


father, a very learned man, graduated 
front the Bowdoin College in the class 
with Longfellow and Hawthorne.

last trip was to the city of Bath, a 
pleasant drive of nine miles from Top- 
sham.

I saw five large ship<i in different stages 
of construction, and also had a fine 
view of thr Kennebee river. We re- 
turned by a different route, and crossed 
Merry Meeting Bay—so called on ac- 
count of the meeting of the Kennebee 
and Androscoggin rivers.

Upon this there 
was no other way open hot for bin to 
decline, which he then did in unequiv- 
ocal terms. Elis letter was sent to Mr. 
Arthur by special messenger, who ar- 
rived there this morning. The infor- 
mation was telegraphed the President 
last night, and the unexpected result 
left the President in a somewhat em- 
birrassiBg position. It is said he 
quite willing this morning to let the 
whole subject of the cabinet go over 
until December, if it could be so ar- 
ranged. This was discussed in a con- 
ference this morning with Simon Cam- 
eron aad other friends, but the ooncla- 
sion arrived at was that the treasury 
should be filled immediately, and that 
Judge Folger should be sent in to- 
morrow. There are some wise snss 
who arc casting about for a rsason why 
Judge Folger should surrender his 
present high office, which has yet a 
decade to run, and accept a place which 
will probably leave him out in the cold 
at the end of three years. This is an-; 
s we red by the assertion that Judge.Fol- 
ger will be taken care of by President 
Arthur before his time his expired, by 
the appointment to the supreme bench 
vice Hunt, who will be out of the way 
within a couple of years. 


As to ex Senator Howe and the at- 


torney generalship, it is stated that the 
opposition to that gentleman has be- 
come so great that he has been rubbed 
off the slate, and the name of Boutwell 
substituted. The prevailing belief is, 
however, that tbe department of justice 
will go without a regular head until 
December, and that Mr. Phillips will be 
empowered to act on ten day stretcGee, 
should Mr. MaeVeagh refuse to aeoede 
to the President's request to remain 
that time. 


It is positively stated to night that 


Chief Justice Folgcr, of New York, has 
been tendered and baa accepted the ap- 
pointment of secretary of the treasury, 
and that to morrow his name will be 
sent to the senate. In connection with 
this appointment it is asserted Folger 
agreed to accept on condition, or under- 
standing, that he shall be appointed to 
the United. States Supreme Bench, to 
succeed Hunt, who, it is confidently be- 
lieved, will be retired by congress on 
account of physical disability. 
Volger 


did not really want the secretaryship, 
but is ambitious to go upon the Su- 
preme Bench. It ia still asserted by 
those who assume to know that Conk 
ling will succeed Folger before Arthur's 
administration grows very old. It is 
said Conkliug would have been named, 
bnt that sinee he left the senate he has 
taken several very important law oases, 
and has accepted some thousands of 
dollars in the shape of retainers from 
his clients, and therefore he can not 
abandon these caecs. President Arthur 
is very anxious, so the story goes, to 
have Conkling it the bead of the treas- 
ury, and his great embarrassment since 
Morgan declined has been to find some 
one who would make way for Conking 
when he got ready to enter the cabinet. 
Folger's retirement from the Chief Jus- 
ticeship of the New Yoik Conrt of 
Appeals will necessitate tho election of 
a successor,and the Democrats may win 
the election, and thus get a majority of 
that court. This is one reason of some 
hesitation in appointing Folger, but 
after looking over the field, it appears 
the President concluded that he was the 
man wanted. The belief that Conkling 
is ultimately destined for the treasury 
seems to be almost universal here, and 
it he were at liberty to accept it is be- 
lieved the president would hive ip- 
poiotcd him. Ex Secretary (now Sen- 
tor) Windom informed a Western Asso- 
ciated Press Agent to-night, positively, 
that Folger had been offered and had 
formally accepted the treasury, and that 
the president will nominate him to-mor- 
row. 
It now appears that Thnrlow 


Weed worked the Morgan boom, and 
was- largely instrumental in getting 
Morgan appointed, believing that he 
could persuade him to accept.
